MAYOR'S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council :— 


Gratefully appreciating the honor conferred upon us by 
our fellow citizens, voluntarily assuming the grave responsibil- 
ity, the judicious administration of our complex municipal 
affairs involve, solemnly pledging ourselves to honestly, faith- 
fully and conscientiously perform the administrative, legisla- 
tive and committee work unreservedly entrusted to us by the 
people,—for the people, we to-day enter upon a noble ser- 
vice. It entails in its proper execution much self-sacrifice, de- 
mands the complete obliteration of private and special interests, 
and the absolute elimination of sectional preferences and preju- 
dices. Remember that oratorical ability, profundity of thought, 
may be utterly valueless in the performance of the best legis- 
lative duty. What we actually do for the advancement of the 
best interest of city and citizen, not what we profoundly think 
or eloquently express, will be the criterion by which our stand- 
ard of municipal usefulness will be judged. 


City FINANCES. 


During the vear just closed, much attention was given to 
City Finances and advantage was taken of a propitious money 
market. An issue of bonds was advantageouslv negotiated 
covering a floating indebtedness of $542,000.00 bearing inter- 
est from 5 to 6% and this has been refunded by 4% bonds to 
that amount. The City received as premiums upon the sale of 
these bonds $21,570.80. 

The municipal indebtedness with the exception of loans 
in anticipation of taxes is now practically all bonded. The 
items of bonded debt are as follows: 


Water Works, $429,000.00 
Sewers, ... 328,000.00 
Paving, | 65,000.00 
Schools, .. 294,000.00 


Permanent Improvements, 72,000.00 
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These bonds are known as serial bonds, a certain amount. 
of principal maturing each year. The city thus paying annually, 
is uniformly reducing its indebtedness. These annual pay- 
ments will now average about $70,000.00 upon the principal of 
the debt. It will be seen that the largest amount of this bonded 
indebtedness has been incurred by extension and improvement 
of our water system and new school buildings. The revenue 
received by the city during the past year from the water works 
was $78,000.00 in round numbers compared with $63,993.00 
for the year 1906. 

To the total amount of bonds $1,188,000.00 is to be added 
the temporary tax loan of $50,000.00 and other floating in- 
debtedness of $77,990.40, making the total of municipal indebt- 
edness $1,315,990.40. 

The sum of $58,588.41 has been paid on the city debt dur- 
ing the past year. An appropriation of $509,513.99 was auth- 
orized in March, 1908 for the current expenses of the financial 
year. 

The net valuation of the city as found by the Assessors 
May Ist, 1908, $21,656,380.00. Exclusive of State and County 
taxes the city may for muncipal purposes raise by taxation 
upon this valuation, $259,876.56. The debt limit is $503,250.75. 
There is now chargeable against this $312,990.40, leaving a bal- 
ance of $190,260.35 which the city may borrow under general 
authority for authorized city purposes, as compared with 
$63,941.79 last year. 

The growth of a city causes temporarily large expenses 
which must necessarily accumulate in the form of funded in- 
debtedness to be cared for and paid off in the future. The 
extension of all public utilities accompanying the growth of the 
city imposes a severe burden and during a period of such rapid 
growth as we now are experiencing, it is essential that the 
city's expenditures should be restricted to absolutely necessary 
public improvements. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


The recent completion of four new distributing reservoirs 
on Hathaway, Ashley, Sackett and Mill Brooks, situated at 
higher elevations than the old reservoirs, furnishing increased 
storage capacity and added pressure, should materially lessen 
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fire insurance rates. The aggregate capacity of the new reser- 
voirs will be in the neighborhood of 41,000,000 gallons. The 
new Ashley Brook reservoir is the lowest in elevation and the 
largest in capacity and will receive from its situation naturally 
the surplus water not required for the city supply. This dam is 
a re-inforced concrete structure four hundred and fifty feet in 
length with a height of spillway above the brook of forty feet 
with a storage capacity of 23,000,000 gallons, costing $77,950. 

Hathaway is a concrete arch dam, built upon seamy rock 
with a length of one hundred and fifty feet and height of spill- 
way above the brook of twenty feet, capacity 1,000,000 gallons, 
costing $9,396.00. 

Sackett is an earth dam two hundred and sixty feet long 
with spillway height above the brook twenty feet, capacity 
2,000,000 gallons, cost of construction $15,672.00. 


Mill Brook is a re-inforced concrete dam two hundred and 
ninety feet in length, thirty feet of spillway above brook, 
capacity 15,000,000 gallons, cost of construction $33,738.00. 
Owing to the unpredecented and unparalled dry period, the 
spacious basins completed in anticipation of receiving the bene- 
fit of early summer and fall rains remain practically empty. 
The continued drought made some measure of imperative 
action inevitable, and the temporary taking of Roaring Brook 
was resorted to, its flow diverted by sluice way as an auxiliary 
to the Mill Brook supply. 


Before this source of supply is permanently added to our 
water supply, if at all seriously contemplated, absolute and 
positive knowledge of its unquestioned purity should be irre- 
vocably established. 

I understand a special committee exists who have long 
been engaged in an exhaustive study of available water sup- 
ply, therefore I hold in abeyance certain definite and positive 
recommendations upon this vitally important branch of our 
civic affairs until the report of this committee is available. 

Firmly believing that "Berkshire water should be free as 
Berkshire air" I recommend a liberal appropriation for the ex- 
tension and development of our water service, to Newell Street, 
West Street and Pontoosuc Lake section and to all portions of 
the city that this service should be extended to during the year. 
Where pipe of inadequate size and strength is now in use, the 
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same be replaced by water pipe of larger volume and strength. 
Notably may be enumerated streets that should have early at- 
tention, Willis Street 12" pipe, Fenn Street from Willis to First 
Street 12" pipe, from First to North 10" pipe, Wahconah Street 
from North to Pontoosuc Avenue 10" pipe, Pomeroy Avenue 
from Broad to East Housatonic Street 6" pipe. 


SCHOOLS. 


Realizing that our public schools should in all points be 
equipped in the most modern and improved manner ; and main- 
tained upon the highest possible plane of efficiency, preceding 
City Governments liberally and adequately provided for all de- 
mands made upon them by this department. I bespeak the 
same generous procedure for the City Government of 1909. 

The completion of the new Dawes school, an eight room 
^ building on Elm street, ready for occupancy at the commence-: 
ment of the fall term and now accommodating 173 pupils, is a 
beautiful example of the wisdom and foresight of the gentle- 
men who conceived the advisability of carrying along this 
splendid work to completion. 

The new Center Grammar School, a building of sixteen 
rooms, now in course of construction, will involve an esti- 
mated expenditure of one hundred thousand dollars. This 
building is designed to accommodate pupils of the present 
- center Intermediate school when the site of that property is 
relinquished to the present owner, the Federal Government, 
and will by a readjustment of the school lines, relieve an ex- 
isting congestion in the W. B. Rice, Linden Street, Briggs' 
and Onota Street Schools. 

several of our sister cities are'establishing and maintain- 
ing industrial schools to meet an increasing demand for this 
practical brand of bread-winning education.  Pittsfield will 
soon be called upon to solve this problem. The old Center 
Intermediate school could be moved to Dunham Street, 
placed upon property there owned by the City and when re- 
quired could be used for industrial school purposes. 


SIDEWALKS. 


A commendable beginning has been made following the 
lines of my recommendation relative to increased sidewalk ex-

tension. Particularly gratifying is that attention given the 
special reference of last year, calling for improved sidewalk 
facilities, leading up to and approaching the large manufac- 
turing and industrial establishments. The work already ac- 
complished must add to the convenience and comfort of the 
great army of toilers who daily pass to and from mill, shop 
and factory. 

I desire to most emphatically recommend a continuance of 
this good work and that some intelligent working plan for 
sidewalk extension and improvement be inaugurated and 
adopted that will comprehensively and systematically perfect 
this important and much used branch of our city improve- 
ments. 


STREETS. 


Remembering that more direct and wide spread benefit is 
derived from good streets and good sidewalks, than perhaps 
from any other department in our public works. All citizens, 
men, women, children, walk ride or drive, making constant use 
of sidewalk and street. Their convenience and comfort should 
be our greatest concern, therefore I will persistently advocate 
increased sidewalk extension, more and better work on our 
streets. The work accomplished during the year 1908 has been 
very gratifying, many new streets being added, extensive re- 
pairs, grading, re-surfacing and drainage, yet there remains 
much to be accomplished. A detailed enumeration of the many 
street improvements urgently needed, will serve no good pur- 
pose at this time, but will be called to the attention of the 
proper authorities during the year. 

I recommend that East Street from South Street to 
Fourth Street be re-surfaced and re-constructed along the 
same general lines successfully and satisfactorily carried out 
on South Street. 

And Wahconah Street, that important thoroughfare from 
North Street to Pecks Road be re-surfaced and radically im- 
proved. 

Preparatory work should be done on Fenn Street from 
North Street to Pearl, Dunham, School and Allen Streets, in 
anticipation of the laying of permanent pavement, should the 
City so desire upon the completion of the new Post Office and 
‘the new bank building. 
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SEWERS. 


Our most excellent system of sewer and sewage disposal 
is doubtless responsible in large measure for the splendid sani- 
tary condition of the city. 

Sewer extensions and connections should be made as 
rapidly as possible where practicable. The work of installing 
a new east trunk sewer in the rapidly developing Morningside 
district cannot be long delayed. I understand the capacity of 
the present main sewer in that section of the city is taxed to 
the utmost and will soon be totally inadequate. 


PUBLIC PLAYGROUNDS. 


Pittsfield by the emphatic vote of “yes” 3,783, "no" 727, 
by referendum adopted the playground act with all its great 
responsibilities which the public doubtless may not fully 
realize. 

To provide playgrounds and equipment for the city in- 
volves the expenditure of a large sum of money, for naturally, 
if one ward or section is provided for, every other ward or 
section of the City can with equal justice, ask and demand a 
like provision. Therefore a wise and careful course of pro- 
cedure should be determined upon. 

Pittsfield at present is fortunate in that with its Common, 
the old high school site, Burbank Park and other available 
grounds in and without the City, open to its children, there 
exists no urgent reason why this great question cannot be con- 
sidered and solved without undue haste. It is, however, in- 
cumbent upon the City Council of 1909 to attempt the judicious 
solution of this great problem and take definite action in the 
matter. | 

I recommend the appointment of a committee composed of 
members of the City Council and representative citizens to 
thoroughly investigate, study and consider this important ques- 
tion from all sides and submit a report to the City Council. ` ` 


REFORESTATION. 


The report of the special committee on reforestation, sub- 
mitted at the close of the legislative year of 1908 and referred 
to the City Council of 1909, conveys a message of vital im- 
portance to our city in a clear and concise manner. 
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Recommendations contained therein were decided upon 
after deliberate study and careful investigation and research, 
reinforced by expert professional authority. 

I desire to particularly emphasize the advisability of mak- 
ing careful study of this valuable report. I am convinced after 
careful study and mature consideration of this report, you will 
agree that appropriations applied to the proper husbanding of 
existing water supply may in your judgment appear to be as 
intelligently and wisely expended as if applied to the acquisi- 
tion of new water supply. 


Boanp or PuBLIC WORKS. 


In my opinion a more satisfactory and economical ad- 
ministration ot our public affairs would obtain by the complete 
abolition of the Board of Public Works. 

A. competent engineer with a comprehensive experience in 
constructive work and a general knowledge of business affairs 
with no greater and possibly a smaller sub-ordinate staff of 
salaried assistants could more successfully, intelligently and 
economically perform the work of this Board as now consti- 
tuted. Under his authority could readily be centralized 
streets, sidewalks, water works, public buildings and the pur- 
chasing of all city supplies, the last named in conjunction with 
the Auditor as already provided by City Ordinance. I recom- 
mend that the present City Council give this matter careful 
consideration and take the necessary steps to abolish this 
Board. 


CONCLUSION. 


Gentlemen of the City Council. 


Prosperous Pittsfield points with pardonable pride to her 
wonderful building record of 1908, nearly $1,500,000.00 in- 
vested in building operations indicates a period of unexampled 
prosperity and unabated faith in the great future of our beloved 
City. 

The closed volume of the past year now occupies its place 
in Pittsfield history, in which we all have a proper pride, but it 
even now becomes but a memory. 

The unwritten volume of the future unfolds its spotless 
pages white and clean before us. 
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Let us then write therein our own unbiased thought, with 
our own free and unaided hand. 

This day we assume a sacred civic trust. The best be- 
loved of all the cities of the commonwealth—Pittsfield—con- 
fides her municipal destiny to our keeping for the ensuing year. 

Of our own volition let us therefore sever the enthralling 
bonds of party afhliation—if needs must be, under the silken 
cord of friendship. Hear not the call of social obligation, nor 
see the alluring vision of future personal or political advance- 
ment. 

Let us fearlessly, faithfully, impartially perform for Pitts- 
field, her service, our duty.

To His Honor, the Mayor and the Honorable City Council :— 


In accordance with the Ordinances of the City, the Board 
submit this, their report for the year 1908. The operations of 
the department have been extensive, especially in the line of 
extension and improvement to the water system. The four 
dams at Ashley, Sackett, Mill and Hathaway brooks built to 
insure additional pressure have been completed. A large num- 
ber of extensions have been made to the sewer system, especial- 
ly where poor sanitary conditions formerly existed. Much 
needed extensions have been made in new sidewalks partic- 
ularly to the mill localities. A number of new concrete cross- 
walks have been laid. The work will be enumerated and de- 
tails given in the following pages. 


WATER WORKS. 


The completion of the new distributing reservoirs and 
dams on Ashley, Sackett, Hathaway and Mill Brooks has been 
accomplished the past year, but owing to the extraordinary 
drought, it has not been possible to fill the basins. This is the 
first stage in the construction of increased water supply. 
These dams are situated at higher elevations than the old in- 
takes, and were primarily built for an increased pressure on 
the water mains in the city of twenty-five pounds. This should 
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materially reduce fire insurance rates, as seventy-five pounds at 
the City Hall is quite efficient, and should also aid the outlying 
highlands where now at times it is impossible to draw water. 
These new reservoirs are of very much larger capacity than 
those they supercede, which will more than offset extra leakage 
due to increased pressure, also taking the brook flow at times 
of quick rains which would otherwise run to waste. 

Ashley Lake will also be relieved in extreme freezing 
weather as these reservoirs should have on hand enough water 
to obviate calls on the Lake during the winter season. Ashley 
Brook dam and reservoir is the lowest in elevation and the 
largest in size and therefore will receive from the other brooks 
their surplus water. This dam is hollow, and of re-inforceld 
concrete, built by the Ambursen Hydraulic Construction Com- 
pany. It is four hundred and fifty feet in length and has a 
height of spillway above the brook of forty feet. Two twenty- 
four inch pipes pass through the gate chamber, and a twenty- 
four inch pipe connects with the old mains below the old dam. 
The basin was stripped of loam and stumps and the banks ad- 
jacent to the dam rip-rapped. The remaining portion of the 
banks was not protected and it is doubtful if that expense is 
necessary. This can be done in the future if deemed advisable 
for security or for a more pleasing appearance along the edge 
of the water. This treatment is applicable to the three other 
reservoirs about to be described. Hathaway dam is an arch of 
concrete one hundred and fifty feet in length, with a height of 
spillwav above the brook of twentv feet, and was built by 
Dwver Brothers of Dalton, Mass. A twelve inch pipe connects 
with the old main. Sackett Dam is of earth with concrete 
overflow and core walls two hundred and sixtv feet in length 
with a spillway above the brook of twentv feet, and was built 
by Daniel O'Connell's Sons of Holyoke, Mass. A twenty inch 
main is laid through the gate chamber and connected by a ten 
inch pipe to the old main. Mill Brook dam is of similar con- 
struction to the Ashley Brook dam and was built by the same 
firm. It is two hundred and ninety feet in length and has a 
height of spillway above brook of thirty feet. Two twenty 
inch pipes pass through the gate chamber connected with a 
twelve inch pipe to the old main below the dam. 

The last half of the year 1908 has been one of extreme 
drought and taxed to the utmost the resources of the water 
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supply. Notwithstanding all precautions to save water the 
supply was nearly exhausted and it became necessary in No- 
vember and December to turn to other sources. Roaring 
Brook, a stream of much larger water shed than any of our 
present brooks and flowing through the Whitney estate, was 
diverted across the divide to Mill Brook. Roaring Brook is 
uninhabited above the point of diversion, but is colored in more 
or less degree by contact with vegetable matter in the swamps. 
Following the Roaring Brook diversion the work was shifted 
to building a trough about the shore of Ashley Lake and in- 
stalling an engine, boiler and pumps. The portable engine and 
boiler with six inch centrifugal and also four inch pumps 
owned by the City were installed and a shanty provided. for 
the men should occasion demand. The old original bowl of 
Ashley Lake is lower than the channel to the dam and con- 
tains 200,000,000 gallons, of which 150,000,000 gallons can 
be pumped. The next move in improving water supply 
must be storage and this should begin as soon as possible. The 
engineering department is now preparing a complete report 
on the development of Roaring Brook and other additions to 
water extensions will be supplemented. The completion of 
this document should provide enlightenment as to what course 
to pursue regarding this stream. A view last autumn of the 
brook in Noble’s pasture adjacent to the headwaters of Sackett 
Brook showed no water running and therefore is not valuable 
enough to pay for the cost of connecting irto Sackett Brook. 
Our street mains should be enlarged gradually as some im- 
portant streets are now supplied only with three and four 
inch pipes.

The Board have acquired during the year the farm of 
James Caton on Mill Brook containing about 185 acres, for 
which the consideration was $8,000. They have also purchased 
about eight acres of Caroline Dewey, in New Lenox, which 
was used in relocating the highway near Mill Brook reservoir 
and for which $400 was paid. 


WATER METERS. 


This Board has annually for a number of years advocated 
the installation of water meters and again renew their recom- 
mendation of former years. Aside from the saving of water it 
is the only equitable method of selling this commodity and 
would also save a great amount of trouble and annoyance to 
property owners as well as the department which now prevails 
under the present system of collecting rates.

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HIGHWAYS. 


The limited appropriation for general use on Highways 
is a drawback to first class work on account of the great mile- 
age of streets to be cared for by the city. The general appro- 
priation for highways embraces many features of construction, 
maintenance, etc., of roadways, catch-basins, gutters, grass, 
tree spaces, guard fences and sluices, and is less concentrated 
than an appropriation like sidewalks. Some of the streets in 
the center of the city were renewed by picking up the old sur- 
face with the steam roller, covering this loose ground with a 
light coating of clean gravel, spreading an inch of trap rock as 
a binder, and watering and rolling the whole thoroughly with 
a steam roller. The streets treated in this manner were West 
Housatonic Street from South Street five hundred feet wester- 
ly, First Street from East Street to Orchard Street, and Maple- 
wood Avenue from First Street to North Street. All the streets 
have had the usual repairs in the way of going over with the 
road machine, graveling, etc. Numerous drains or sluices have 
been put in and considerable work done on the outside of the 
city. This was particularly true of the causeway over Onota 
Lake. The old guard rails had become rotted and were falling 
down. A new fence of the state road type was built the entire 
length of the causeway. Another expensive piece of work was 
at the Thomas Island road. This road is little used but it is a 
city highway and it was necessary to make it safe for travel. 
lhe roadway was so narrow it would not allow of two teams 
passing. The road has been made sufficiently wide for travel 
and cost about $325. A piece of stone road about five hundred 
feet in length was put in on Churchill Street. This street was 
almost impassible in the Spring of the year. The stone that 
was put into the road was furnished by Mr. Spoor and the city 
made the excavation and covered them with gravel. On April 
Ist of last year the work in the highway department was divid- 
ed, Mr. Farnham having charge of the center of the City and 
Mr. Rice of the outside. The plan was a decided improvement. 
The labor cost of maintaining the streets in the center of the 
City is practically one and one-half cents per square yard. 


DANFORTH AVENUE DRAIN. 


The thirty-six inch concrete drain on this street has been 
extended from Robbins Avenue to a point a little east of Dan- 
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iels Avenue, and five catch-basins built, of which three are on 
Danforth Avenue and two on Daniels Avenue. This obviates 
damages to property owners opposite Daniels Avenue over 
whose lands in the past, the water after heavy storms flowed 
to the river. This drain is designed to care for the section 
north of Linden Street and east of Seymour Street. 


TAYLOR STREET DRAIN. 


Surface water conditions have been improved on this 
street by the construction of a fifteen inch drain to the river 
replacing an old eight inch line. Two catch-basins were built 
on the drain. 


TYLER STREET DRAIN. 


In the latter part of the year 1907 the General Electric 
Company erected a brick building for annealling purposes near 
the outlet of the culvert crossing Tyler Street near Dartmouth 
Street. The water flowed freely over the Company’s land and 
threatened this building. A drain to care for the surface water 
from Tyler and intersecting streets was constructed from Tyler 
Street over the land of the Company and across East Street 
to the Boston & Albany Railroad of eighteen inch clay pipe. 
Two catch-basins were built on Tyler Street and one on the 
Company's land. 


SUMMER STREET DRAIN. 


A twelve inch tile drain has been laid in Summer Street 
from North Street to the new Armory to carry roof and sur- 
face water. 


THIRD STREET DRAIN. 


A piece of surface drainage work was done on Third 
Street at the section between Lake and Silver Streets by the 
installation of a fifteen inch drain connecting with the Lake 
Street drain and three catch-basins built on the line and the 
cross gutter eliminated. | 


APPLETON AVENUE DRAIN. 


A surface drain has been built on the westerly side of this 
street from a point at the top of the hill to Dawes Avenue. All 
drainage pipes from the side banks were connected and two 
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catch-basins built. In addition the gutter was paved with gran- 
ite blocks to fully allow of the use of the highway west of the 
railway tracks. 


SouTH STREET AT BUEL STREET. 


That portion of South Street lying between Buel Street 
and the brow of Redfield Hill was underdrained with coarse 
gravel for a depth of eighteen inches and eighteen feet in 
width, and the top surface covered with fine gravel and crown- 
ed. A blind drain through the middle leaches to a catch-basin. 
This piece of road was formerly rough and muddy in certain 
seasons. 


SouTH CHURCH STREET EXTENSION. 


This piece of highway which was built wholly at the ex- 
pense of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
along the Pomeroy mill pond has been accepted. It 1s a maca- 
dam roadway twenty feet in width, with cobble gutter and 
gravel sidewalk. A concrete wall borders the water surmounted 
with an iron rail. This highway was substituted by the Com- 
pany in consideration of the discontinuance of that portion of 
South Church Street which formerly ran by the freight house 
of the Company to Mill Street. | 


WAHCONAH STREET MACADAM. 


Wahconah Street has been macadamized from the junction 
of Wahconah Street and Peck's Road as far as Burns’ Store, 
the roadway being twenty feet in width and seven inches in 
depth. 


WEST STREET. 


West Street from Miss Learned's to Smith Brook, a dis- 
tance of one mile has been repaired. About three-quarters of 
a mile had been repaired in different places in previous years, 
and this year's work completes the section. The road is filled 
for a width of twelve feet and a depth of eighteen inches at the 
center with heavy broken stone forming a V shaped mass for 
drainage of soil and bearing of loads. This was covered first 
with coarse grass, then with materials excavated from the road, 
and finally covered with from three to four inches of gravel. 
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Numerous side leaches were provided. The work was done 
rapidly and economically and at a less cost than could be done 
by a good contractor. 


WESTMINSTER STREET. 


Westminster Street was excavated to grade, roadways and 
sidewalks graveled and cobble gutters built. Examples are 
shown on this street of the error of buildings being erected 
without due consideration of the grade of the street when 
worked. This is bound to be so unless people take into con- 
sideration the appearance of a street after it has been worked 
to grade. 


WOODLEIGH AVENUE CULVERT. 


A re-inforced concrete culvert has been constructed on this 
road to replace the old iron tube which carried the brook 
across the highway. The opening was made eight feet in 
width and four feet in height, and the structure rests on piles 
driven about twenty-five feet in the mud. This is a prelimin- 
arv step in making this street a state highway.

WELLER AVENUE. 


Weller Avenue, between North Street and Lenox Avenue 
has been graded and surfaced with gravel and the sidewalks 
partly surfaced. Two hundred and thirty-five feet of eighteen 
inch pipe has been laid in Lenox Avenue, extending northerly 
from the old drain on Lenox Avenue to Weller Avenue. A 
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fifteen inch drain was also built in Weller Avenue from Lenox 
Avenue to Greylock Avenue, where two catch basins were 
added. This street has been in wretched condition both spring 
and fall and the residents in the vicinity thoroughly appreciate 
the improvement. 


WELLINGTON AVENUE. 


This street though practically in the center of the city, was 
never accepted as a city way until this year. It has been 
graded and surfaced and a surface drain extended in the street 
northerly from Lincoln Street, to the low portion of the street 
where two catch-basins were built. 


RICHMOND AVENUE. 


The laying out of the southerly end of this street has been 
before the City Council since 1894, and was finally accom- 
plished this year. The entire width of the street between lines 
has been graded and a surface drain extended from Briggs 
Avenue on which two catch-basins were built. In laying out 
the street it was necessary to move three houses back about six 
feet and to raise them from eighteen inches to four feet. It 
is used extensively as a thoroughfare to St. Charles church and 
and the improvement was really a public necessity. 


LYMAN STREET. 


The southerly end of this street has been graded for a 
walk from the foot-bridge southerly to Newell Street and the 
stone filling about the abutments of the bridge increased. 


McARTHUR STREET. 


McArthur Street has been graded from the end of the 
work done in 1907, a distance of three hundred and fifty feet, 
northerly of the accepted portion of the way. Cobble gutters 
have been built on both sides of the street and sidewalks grav- 
elled for seven hundred feet. 


DALTON RoapD REPAIRS. 


This street has been macadamized from Woodlawn Ave- 
nue to Benedict Road, under the supervision of the Massachu- 
setts Highway Commission, and the work has been accepted. 
A cobble gutter was built on the northerly side of the street 
from Westminster Street to Woodlawn Avenue. 
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RESURFACING SOUTH STREET. 


. South Street from Backus Block to Buel Street was 
scraped, cleaned and re-surfaced with a coating of one and 
one-half inches of trap rock. The catch-basins and gutters 
were lowered where practicable and depressions occurring dur- 
ing the season were filled with small broken stone. The street 
was swept occasionally the latter part of the season at small 
expense, and trouble owing the calcium chloride treatment, 
which prevented the rising of dust. The appearance of this 
highway harmonized with the surroundings and was appre- 
ciated by travelers and the public. 


HowaArD STREET. 


The portion of Howard Street from East Housatonic 
Street southerly for a distance of one thousand feet has been 
underdrained and graveled where necessary. Beginning at 
East Housatonic Street for the first 300 feet a twelve inch pipe 
for both surface water and ground water was built and two 
catch basins built and connected. The remaining seven hun- 
dred feet was excavated eighteen feet in width and filled with 
coarse gravel and a blind drain built through the middle. Dur- 
ing spring and fall this piece of street was formerly almost im- 
passable, the merchants finding it a great hardship to deliver 
goods. | 


PARKER STREET. 


Parker Street has been worked to grade, cobble gutters 
built and the street graveled. A cobble gutter was also ex- 
tended on Tyler Street to the gutter at Brown Street. 


STREET SIGNS. 


A. good start was made this year in putting up street signs. 
The section of the city lying north of East Street and east of 
North Street has been provided with blue enamel signs 27 bv 
6 inches in diameter, and made of steel. The signs are attrac- 
tive and easily discernible at night. ` ` 


New Roan ROLLER. 


The old roller owned by the City and which had been in 
commission since 1892, was this year exchanged for a new 
Buffalo-Pitts roller by the payment of $1,750 and the old 
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roller. The roller was used from May to October and proved 
most useful and efficient. 


STREET LiGHTING. 

The street lighting has been done by contract this year by 
the Pittsfield Electric Company, as in the past. The City has 
now in use 773 incandescent lights and 132 arcs. 

| STREET SPRINKLING. 


The street sprinkling was done by contract by O. T. Bene- 
dict, he furnishing the horses and the City the carts. Seven 
carts are in use requiring and expenditure of $840 per month. 
Experiments were made with sprinkling with calcium chloride, 
but it was a little late in the season to determine just the best 
results possible with this form of road treatment. 


SIDEWALKS. 


In sidewalk work an unusual amount of work has been 
done, particularly in the section of manufacturing plants. 
Special attention was given to providing walks at the Eaton, 
Crane & Pike Co., at Peck's upper mill, and Tillotson's Silver

REPORT OF SERVICE OF MAYORWS WARRANT 


The number of dogs returned by the Assessors was ten 
hundred and seventy-one males, and 64^females, making a 
total of eleven hundred and thirty-five dogs. Of this number 
one hundred ninety-seven could not be found, forty-two were . 
killed by the police officers and twenty-four were dead, mak- 
ing the total number returned nine hundred thirty-eight. In 
addition to this number one hundred fifty-nine dogs were found 
by Officer Hogan, making 1005 males and' 92 females, a grand 
total of 1079 dogs in the city duly registered according to law. 
The taxes of six-hundred forty-four dogs were collected by 
Officer Hogan who was detailed for the service. 


REMARKS. 


During the pasti year the sum of $500 was received by 
special appropriation 'to make repairs and alterations at the 
police station. A portion of the women’s cell room on the 
second floor was utilized to extend the locker room for the 
patrolmen, thereby providing adequate locker facilities for each 
officer. The existing lockers were moved from the waiting 
room into the new quarters, giving the men an enlarged and 
more pleasant room in which to spend their time during the 
meal hour or while waiting to go on duty. The change filled 
a want. long looked for and by doing away with considerable 
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crowding owing to the growth of the force, was much ap- 
preciated. 

I desire at this time to extend the thanks of the depart- 
ment to Dr. Wilfred A. Millett, city physician. Dr. Millett 
has always been willing and prompt to answer all calls upon 
him for services. During the year just closed he paid 54 
official visits to the station to render medical and surgical as- 
sistance. Day and night he has ever been at the service of this 
department when needed. 

In Mrs. Sarah M. Dean the department has a painstaking 
and competent matron. Her duties occupy her nearly always 
at a time when she has to be called from home. Her posi- 
tion is often an arduous one but her willingness at all times 
is gratifying. 

lt is also my pleasure to commend to you the officers and 
men of the department for the careful and efficient manner 
in which they performed the various duties assigned them. 
It is fitting at this time to extend to them my sincere thanks 
for their co-operation in carrying out the purposes of this de- 
partment. 

Before closing I also desire to thank His Honor, the 
Mayor, the committee on police, judges and clerk of the Dis- 
trict Court of Central Berkshire and the probation officer for 
their courtesy during the year. Judge Burke has been especial- 
lv courteous and helpful.

Pittsfield, Mass., January 7, 1909. 
‘To the Honorable City Council of the City of Pittsfield. 


Gentlemen:—As required by Chapter seven of the Gen- 
rai Ordinances, I submit my report for the year ending 1908. 


The case of James M. Bryant against the City of Pitts- 
field was tried in the April term of the Superior Court be- 
fore Hitchcock, Judge, and upon motion of the defendant, the 
first count of the plaintiff's declaration was taken from the 
jury and the case submitted upon the second count which was 
to recover for damages which the plaintiff alleged by reason 
of the over-flow of the city's reservoir onto the plaintiff's 
land. The jury returned a verdict for the defendant. The 
Judge's ruling that there was no cause of action against the 
city upon the first count was appealed from and the case was 
argued before the September sitting of the full bench of the 
‘Supreme Judicial court, and the decision of the court has been 
rendered and is for the defendant. The costs in the case 
-accruing to the city are $95.35 for which execution has been 
taken out and placed in the hands of the sheriff for the pur- 
pose of collecting this money and paying it in to the city's 
‘treasury. 

The following suits are now pending against the City of

_ American Sewerage Disposal Company vs. The City of 
Pittsfield. This case has been pending since 1904 in the 
Circuit Court of the United States.

To His Honor the Mayor, and Members of the City Council:— 


GENTLEMEN:—I herewith submit my first report as In- 
spector of the Fire Alarm and Police Signal System, begin- 
ning Aug. 18th, 1908. The most of my work has been on 
Police System, assisted by J. E. Fleming. I found the system 
in a very bad condition. It required the rebuilding of the 
Outside Wiring. The bad places have been repaired as far as 
I had material to do it with, and the rest will be done as soon 
as material can be got. The batieries required rebuilding, 
which was done, and leaves the Inside System in first class 
condition. 

The Fire Alarm is in good working condition. I recom- 
mend the changing of No. 1 Circuit, which is underground; 
this circuit contains all the boxes in the business section. 
By changing this circuit, it will give me a chance to take the 
load off the five circuits which are now over-loaded, and place 
the boxes of one circuit, on other cireuits. I also recommend: 
the placing of over-head wires on both systems in underground 
where it can be conveniently placed.

The Special Committee on Reforestation to whom was 
referred the matter of reforesting the several 
watersheds connected with the City’s Water Supply, having 
considered the same, report and recommend that the 
City proceed during the coming year to begin the work of 
reforesting the entire watershed wherever practicable, and pro- 
vide a set of plans for working out the same all in accordance 
with the report on the matter by State Forester F. W. ee 
a copy of which is hereto, attached. 

The committee further recommend that the sum of 82000 
be appropriated for providing the plans end beginning the 
work of actual reforestation. It is estimated that this sum will 
be sufficient to pay for all the plans referred to and supply 
seedlings for the open areas about the Mill Brook Dam and the 
Lower Ashley Dam. 

The committee further recommend that the Mayor, as 
chairman bring the matter of the appropriation herein recom- 
mended before the Finance Committee, for the purpose of 
placing the same in the annual budget for the year 1909. 

The committee further recommend that the report of Pro- 
fessor Hane, hereto attached, and the report of this committee 
be printed in the next annual report of the City of Pittsfield.

INFLUENCE OF FORESTS UPON WATER SUPPLIES 


A forest cover has a beneficial influence upon water sup- 
plies both in improving the quality and increasing the quantity 
in the following ways:— | 

1. By shading the ground the evaporation of the soil 
moisture is greatly reduced on the average to about one fourth. 

2. By breaking the force of the. wind the evaporation is 
reduced both in the woods and for some distance to the lee- 
ward. . . 

3. The forest floor of humus made up of decayed leaf 
matter is & great absorber of moisture and converts the rain- 
fall from a surface run off to a deep seepage flow with the 
following results: 

a. Soil and sediment is not washed into the reservoir to 
che up the pipes and oul (he water. 

b. The water is purified by percolating through the 
ground.’ 

c. The excess rainfall of the winter and spring is held in 
the ground until the summer when it appears in the form of 
permanent springs. 


LOCATION AND AREA 
The entire land area in the various watersheds of the reser- 
voir of the Pittsfield Water Board amounts to 501 acres. The 
various tracts of land are designated as follows:— (1) The 
Mill Brook Watershed 1290 acres,'of which the City owns 308 
acres; (2) the Ashley Lake and Brook Watershed. 1475 acres, 
of which the City owns 230 acres; (3) the Hathaway Watershed 
675 acres, of which the City owns 5 acres; (4) the Sackett 
Brook Watershed 1575 acres, of which the City owns 580 acres. 


THE MILL BROOK RESERVOIR 
This is situated in a valley at the head of Mill Brook. 
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The watershed consists of fairly precipitous rolling hills. The 
land is fairly wooded with the exception of open farm lands 
and pastures. Of the 308 acres controlled by the Water Board 
215 acres are wooded. The 93 acres unwooded is largely 
tillable land and pasturage. The Keating Farm comprises a 
large part of this property. 


ASHLEY LAKE RESERVOIR 


This is situated in an open plateau and as the name 
implies is a small lake from which a small stream feeds a 
storage reservoir further down. The City owns 30 acres about 
the storage dam of which 20 acres are unwooded, and 200 
acres about Ashley Lake of which 40 are unwooded. This is 
an important source of water supply. 


HATHAWAY RESERVOIR 


Although this reservoir is situated in a watershed of 675 
acres, the City of Pittsfield owns simply 5 acres of land about 
the dam. "This area is fairly wooded. 


SACKET BROOK RESERVOIR 


This is situated in a very desirable place, fairly well 
down on the Sacket Brook and equipped with & modern dam 
with splendid capacity. The City owns 580 acres here of which 
only 130 are unwooded. 


TREATMENT 
The Water Board has attempted only to buy the land 


_ around the reservoirs, although there is an apparent tendency 


to control all the watersheds, which it would seem is highly 
advisable. Most of this land is covered with a sprout hard- 
wood growth of many indigenous species. The general treat- 
ment of these woods or forests would consist in the thinning 
out of crooked and diseased trees and the poorer species giv- 
ing encouragement to those of the greatest commercial value. 
This work resolves itself into a definite system of forestry 
management, 
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PLANTING 


There are im the various tracts of land now owned by 
Pittsfield the following estimated acreage well adapted to 
planting: 215 acres in the Mill Brook Watershed; 20 acres 
about the Ashley Lake Dam, 40 acres about Ashley Lake, and 
130 acres about the Sacket Brook Watershed. This makes a 
total of about 400 acres. 

When planting we recommend keeping the trees in every 
case far enough back from the water so that when mature 
their leaves will not drop in. We recommend the use of small 
two or three year old white pine seedlings.for the following 
reasons. i 

1. Conifers transpire or absorb from the ground less 
moisture than broad leaf trees. 

2. The needles are less likely to blow into the water and 
foul it. 

3. The young pine seedlings are more readily obtained 
than are those of other species. 

4. The tree with its dense foliage causes a deep shade 
and makes a fine windbreak throughout the year. 

. 5. Pine grow well under a wide range of moisture and 
soil conditions. 

These seedlings are set out 6 x 6 feet apart in commercial 
plantations thus requiring 1210 per acre. "They cost bought 
in large quantities $4 to $5 per thousand. After a little ex- 
perience two men can easily set out an acre a day, so that 
the cost of planting will average depending upon the price of 
local labor from $8 to $10 per acre. 


PROTECTION AGAINST' FIRE 


It is important that the land now under tree growth and 
that to be planted should be protected from fire, as far as 
possible. A very effective precautionary method is to clean up 
and widen all roads for at least 20 feet, thus utilizing them 
as fire lanes. These could be burned over once a year, at a 
time when there would be no danger. About the planted area 
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a couple of furrows plowed around the area often saves the 
whole plantation from destruction by fire. 


A FOREST WORKING PLAN 


I would recommend that you perfect m definite forest 
working plan for your whole watershed ultimately for then the 
whole project mapped out would be directly before you and its 
being deduced to a system, the improvements could be taken 
up step by step as time and expense allowed. 

This office has completed a working plan for the City of 
Fall River, which will be published from the office of State 
Forester this winter, a copy of which will be sent you. The 
expense of such a plan would probably not exceed $50 per 
thousand acres, provided the watershed outline has already 
been surveyed. Although you do not own the whole water- 
shed, I think 'it would be advisable to map the whole area as 
it is likely you will purchase or control it some time.

School Committee's Report 


To THE Mayor AND City CounciL or PITTSFIELD: 


GENTLEMEN :—The year 1909 is the one-hundredth year 
since the birth of two distinguished men, Charles Darwin and 
Abraham Lincoln, and the one hundred and twenty-sixth 
since the birth of Friedrich Froebel. Each in his way con- 
tributed largely to the progress of education. 

Interest in the physical welfare of the pupil marks the 
new era of freedom in education, modern methods in Nature 
Study are the contribution of Darwin, and the Kindergarten, 
with its allied departments, manual and industrial training, 
is the special gift of Freobel. 

We must have some clear knowledge of the physical 
life of the child, as well as of the mind and its activities, if 
we would build up a sound mind in a sound body, and edu- 
cation consists in the developing of these activities of mind 
and body to their highest efficiency. The three R’s., reading, 
writing and arithmetic, are still essentials, but the care of 
the body, the training of the hand and the eye to do the 
bidding of the mind, and a right knowledge of the physical 
world in which we live are quite as necessary to the welfare 
of the child and are quite as important factors in the making 
of good citizens. 

The City of Pittsfield has acted wisely in providing 
medical inspection for its school children and it is in accord 
with twenty-two other cities of the Commonwealth in estab- 
lishing organized playgrounds for their training and care 
during the hours of freedom from school. 

Nature Study and the Kindergarten have their proper 
place in our school work. The modern demand in education 
is to supplement the present courses with training in manual 
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and industrial work, so that the graduates of our grammar 
grades may have the largest opportunities for practical train- 
ing on lines which will equip them as promptly as possible 
for their life work. 

The new Grammar School on Fenn Street will provide 
the necessary room for the beginning of such manual work. 
No better use could be made of the Center Intermediate 
building, than to convert it into a work shop and technical 
school. Pupils who are unable to spare the four years neces- 
sary to complete the High School course, would gladly take 
advantage of further training in technical and mechanical 
work, and the City would thus wisely recognize both its duty 
and its opportunity. Such training is sure to come, if Pitts- 
field continues to maintain its high position among the cities 
of this Commonwealth in its liberal and progressive care of 
its children.

It would seem that most 
of the problems likely to affect our city schools must be 
solved after this long series of unbroken annual reports. 
It appears altogether unnecessary further to discuss prin- 
ciples of a general character or to consider more at length 
the settled policy of a system like our own. I shall confine 
myself, therefore, in this report to new matters or to new 
phases of older themes. |

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I believe anyone familiar with the public schools of the 
city will be willing to grant that some progress is being made. 
` The tendency has been more and more to keep closely to 
the practical and well-beaten paths. Newspapers, periodi- 
cals, educational journals, commercial interests, parents—all 
are becoming increasingly anxious that education shall first 
of all be practical. Not altogether because it is the tendency 
of the times, but because of a conviction that the people are 
right in the main, the machinery of the local schools has been 
largely directed towards the accomplishment of this end. 
It by no means follows that because a subject is practical 
or treated from a practical standpoint that it is not cultural 
as well. In the near future, if indeed not at the present time, 
the school’s business will be quite as much concerned with 
questions involving moral, civic, physical and industrial 
affairs, as well as with the traditional intellectual training. 
The educator who overlooks or refuses to consider the rôle 
of industrial progress and the trend towards practical edu- 
cation has imperfectly read the tendency of the times. 
Education in a democracy of the modern type should lead 
to industry, to a self-supporting life, to ideals concerned more 
with doing than with being served, to work rather than to 
leisure, in short, to efficiency in social service. 


COMMERCIAL TRAINING. 


Training along commercial lines is both practical and 
popular. By far the largest classes taking advanced courses 
in the Evening Schools are to be found in these divisions. 
This would hardly be true, unless there was a feeling, more 
or less defined, that commercial training is both practical 
and important. This feeling is shared by all classes of people 
irrespective of their hopes and aspirations for their children. 
To meet this condition it has become necessary to give prac- 
tical training in the grades as well as in the High School. 
The arithmetical work in the grades should partake of the 
nature of commercial arithmetic. Geography loses nothing 
of its value or interest, if treated with reference to industrial 
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ends. History, too, has its problems peculiar to the office 
and counting room. International treaties, commercial 
agreements and world wide movements, all contribute their 
share towards the history of every country. I believe the 
time has come when commercial departments should cease 
to be purely schools for clerkships, and should assume to 
teach the duties and responsibilities of every-day life. Asa 
result of this broader study and more complete understanding 
of the processes of business, this training becomes of the 
highest type. To realize this highest efficiency and training 
without detriment to the educational fabric is, in part at 
least, the business of education. Commercial training has a 
right, I feel sure, to demand recognition. The course should 
be broad and systematic. The work cannot satisfactorily be 
completed in two years’ time. I strongly urge that the Com- 
mittee consider seriously the advisability of adding at least 
one year to the present course. 


EVENING SCHOOLS. 


During the past winter the evening schools have had a 
larger attendance than ever before. This condition has been 
due in part to the fact that more of the adult foreign popu- 
lation are temporarily without work. From this class mainly 
has come this increase. It is one of the encouraging signs 
of the times that so many men and women are eager to learn 
the rudiments of the English language. 

In connection with the evening school, the city has main- 
tained Industrial classes in Mechanical Drawing, Practical 
Carpentry and the Mathematics essential to the building 
trades. This work has been under the supervision of the 
State Industrial Commission. These departments have been 
well attended and commendable progress has been made.

LANGUAGE. 


Experienced teachers have for a long time been of the 
opinion that pupils trained in the old-style grammar too 
often lack the power of expression. Hundreds of rules of 
syntax may be perfectly familiar to the pupils, yet they are 
unable to write a smooth, forceful paragraph. To many the 
mechanics of language has been a stumbling-block instead 
of being the handmaid of expression. 

It is a mistake to introduce technical grammar too 
early in the child’s school career. It contributes nothing 
" towards securing fluent and accurate expression of thought. 
The average child of twelve years or under can not use it to 
advantage. Children learn to use good English, primarily, 
through hearing and reading good English, and secondly, 
through using it. With older pupils technical grammar 
should be correlated with oral and written composition. 
The laws of grammar are only the good habits of speech and 
a working knowledge of them is evident in all good writers' 
and speakers’ work. To keep the technicalities of grammar 
before the students and to make them practical, the teach- 
ing of them must be constantly associated with practice in 
both oral and written composition. 
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PROMOTIONS. 


In the past school facilities have been of such a char- 
acter as to make it difficult, i£ not impossible, to put into 
operation any system of promotion other than annual. This 
method is unfair, from the standpoint both of the brighter 
and the slower pupils. Many of our pupils in the higher 
grades could easily complete the year's work in less than 
the school year. Others failing of promotion for any cause 
could easily remove their conditions in a half year. Both 
these classes, therefore, are being handicapped because of 
annual promotions. 

The crowded conditions of most of our larger schools 
have conspired to make promotion out of the ordinary course 
impossible. The large building now being constructed will 
give sufficient room for transfers from other school centers. 
I would recommend that, beginning next year, all pupils 
above the fourth grade be promoted semi-annually. 


ScHOOL ATHLETICS. 


In the larger city schools, organized athletic sports are 
beginning to become prominent in the grades as well as in 
the High school. It is the part of wisdom, I am persuaded, 
to encourage this spirit, rather than to allow pupils to under- 
take their sports without supervision. According to the 
State Law of 1906, the School Committee have absolute 
authority over. all athletic exercises, contests and games 
participated in by the pupils. This they may do personally 
or through delegated authority. This authority is likely to 
prove beneficial in solving difficulties which may arise from 
time to time. On the whole the student body must be given 
credit for a high sense of honor for their conduct. There 
are. more boys than ever before who believe that no game 
is worth winning dishonestly, and that even a game that is 
lost is well played, if honestly played. When the honor of 
the school is at stake, athletic prowess plus fair play should 
be and almost invariably are characteristic of the contest.

‘RURAL SCHOOLS. 


In many cities and towns the sentiment is in favor of 
giving up the rural schools for the larger and better graded 
city school. This consolidation of schools seems to be a 
phase of the modern tendency towards centralization of 
authority and management. Strangely enough in most 
places the demand for this change has come from rural 
population, who realize that the standard of the one-room 
building cannot be as high as the larger city school. As a 
rule better teachers,. better equipment and more effective 
supervision are to be found in the larger centers. If parents 
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living in the rural sections of Pittsfield could appreciate the 
advantage to their children, they would speedily demand 
that their children be given the advantages of the city schools. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


After two years of medical inspection, it is possible 
to note more clearly the good which has been accomplished. 
While reports from the examiners are incomplete, it is safe 
to say that there is a better knowledge of the physical condi- 
tion of our school children both on the part of the parents 
and of those directly connected with the schools. One of 
the most fruitful sources of disease is ignorance. With a 
school physician ready to respond to any teacher's request, 
it has been possible to guard effectively against contagious 
and infectious diseases. 

The eye and ear examinations have been conducted by 
the teachers during the past year as usual. Much good has 
been accomplished by these tests. Parents have co-operated 
with the school officials in a most gratifying manner.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


To Mr. Charles A. Byram, Superintendent of Schools: 


DEAR SIR:—As principal of the High School I have the 
honor to submit the following report for the year 1908: 

Again I have to report a remarkable increase in the 
membership of the school. The enrollment for the fall term 
of 1908 was 449, including 96 members of the Business Course. 
This enrollment is twelve per cent. greater than that of one 
year ago, and forty-six per cent. greater than that of five 
years ago for the fall term of 1903. 

This increased membership was provided for by taking 
for the use of the High School the northeast corner room on 
the first floor, hitherto occupied by a grammar grade. One 
section of the business department still occupies a room on 
the third floor temporarily furnished with tables for this 
purpose one year ago. This third-floor room is far from 
satisfactory as a school room, but presumably it will not 
have to be permanently occupied for this purpose. 

In accordance with the suggestion made in my last annual 
report, an assistant in the business department was employed 
beginning with the fall term. Miss M. Louise Clute has done 
excellent work in this position. This addition to the teaching 
force has made it possible to divide the first year business 
class into two parts, and thus avoid excessively large recita- 
` tion sections. 

Early in October, by reason of the leave of absence 
granted Mr. Russell, we were deprived of the efficient ser- 
vices of our assistant principal and the head of our science 
department. His classes have, however, been ably carried 
on by Miss Rice and Mr. Murphy, while Miss Blinn has under- 
taken the duties of assistant principal. 

The percentage of attendance for the school year ending 
June 26th, 1908 was 96.71, and for the calendar year ending 
December 18th, 1908, 96.88, while for the fall term alone 1t 
was 97.47. This attendance record is remarkably high and 
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is to be explained in large part by the unusual healthfulness 
of the pupils. 

The class of 1908 numbered sixty-four, of whom two 
graduated in the Classical Course, seventeen in the Latin- 
German Course, fourteen in the Latin-Scientific Course, 
thirteen in the English Course, and seventeen in the Business 
Course, while one took only a partial course. Since gradua- 
tion twelve members of the class have entered college, two 
going to the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, two to 
the Brooklyn Polytechnic Institute, and one each to Wil- 
liams, Cornell, St. Charles, Worcester Polytechnic Institute, 
Massachusetts Agricultural College, Smith, Mt. Holyoke and 
Simmons. In addition to these, twelve have entered normal 
schools, one the Boston Normal Art School, one the Albany 
Business College, and three graduates of the Business Course 
have returned to the High School for further study. Besides 
the members of the class of 1908, there were three graduates 
of previous years who entered college during the year, and 
one who entered a normal school. 

Our business course graduates are always in demand to 
fill good positions and as a rule have given excellent satis- 
faction. "Those graduates of the four-year courses who have 
not entered higher institutions have had little difficulty in 
obtaining employment in case they have desired it. 

The daily class-room work, which comes least of all into 
public notice, is after all the really important work of the 
school. It is here that our teachers are making their most 
faithful efforts, and here that our students are laying the 
foundations for success. I am glad to report that earnest- 
ness of purpose and a commendable devotion to duty have 
continued to characterize the work of both teachers and 
students. 


The athletic interests have been carefully supervised 
and fostered at the expense of no little time and labor on the 
part of certain of our teachers. Mr. Masterson willingly 
and freely devoted much time in the spring term to coaching 

the baseball team and accompanying it upon its trips. Mr.

Cooke did the same for the football team in the fall term, as 
he has done for two previous seasons. Several other teach- 
ers also have aided in the work, and the principal has devoted 
considerable time to supervising athletic matters. 

A pleasing feature has been introduced in connection 
with our morning exercises consisting of occasional musical 
numbers, both vocal and instrumental rendered voluntarily 
by the students. The school orchestra also continues its 
weekly practice, Mr. Charles F. Smith having undertaken its 
direction in the absence of Mr. Russell. Several assemblies 
given by the Junior Class together with the Junior-Senior 
Reception, and the Senior dramatic entertaiment have been 
the principal social functions of the school during the year. 

Permit me in conclusion to thank you, and through you 
the teachers, the pupils, and the members of the school com- 
mittee for the willing assistance which all have rendered in 
the conduct of the school.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF KINDERGARTENS 
Mr. CHARLES A. BYRAM, SUPERINTENDENT: 


DEAR S1R:—Three kindergartens have been maintained 
by the city during the past year. At the end of June the 
one in the Russell district was closed and another opened in 
the Joseph Tucker School at Linden Street in the autumn. 
The attendance has been good in spite of the fact that the 
districts of all three overlap one another. The Orchard 
Street kindergarten should be at Morningside, and one could 
be opened to advantage in the new room at the Dawes School. 

It is impossible to set forth in a report that which makes 
the kindergarten worth while,—the starting of little children 
in right feeling, the forming of good habits, the cultivation of 
the tool we call the mind that it may grasp later on, like the 
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well-trained fingers, material presented, and best of all the 
learning of self-control, discipline from within not from with- 
out. 

Every child should have this beginning of his education 
and to this end I urge on the committee the desirability of 
excluding from the first grade at the opening of the school 
year all children at all under five years of age.

IMPORTANT REGULATIONS FOR THE 
. PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


THE SCHOOL YEAR, SESSIONS, ETC. 


The School year shall be divided into three terms, Fall, 
Winter and Summer, and shall commence at such time in 
september as the Board at their regular meeting shall deter- 
mine. The Winter and Summer terms shall commence and 
close at such time as shall be annually established by the 
School Board. 


There shall be a suspension of school every Saturday, 
every Legal Holiday and the day after Thanksgiving. In 
any emergency the Mayor or the Chairman may close all 
the schools for a day, and in case of very stormy weather the 
Superintendent may suspend any or all of the schools for 
the whole or part of the day. 


The High School shall have one session of four and one- 
half hours each day, with a recess of fifteen minutes. The 
Primary, Intermediate, and Grammar Schools shall have 
two sessions each day, the Intermediate and Grammar 
Schools a morning session from 9 to 12 o’clock, and an after- 
noon session from 1.30 to 3.30 o'clock; the Second Primary 
a morning session from 9 to 11.30 o’clock, and an afternoon 
session from 1.30 to 3.15 o’clock; First Primary a morning 
session from 9 to 11.15 o’clock, and an afternoon session from 
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1.30 to 3.15 o'clock. "There shall be a recess of 10 minutes 
in the Primary, Intermediate and Grammar Schools. 


All the schoolrooms shall be open and the teachers shall 
be present at least 15 minutes before the beginning of each 
session and no pupil shall be admitted earlier unless the 
teacher is present. 


The morning session in each room shall open with 
Scripture readings, singing and the Lord's prayer. 


Smoking in the school buildings is forbidden. 
PRINCIPALS OF BUILDINGS. 


The Principals shall have general supervision of the 
grounds, buildings and appurtanences of their schools, and 
shall be held responsible for the degree of neatness and cleanli- 
ness of the premises, and whenever any repairs are needed 
shall give notice thereof, in writing, to the Superintendent. 
They shall see to the enforcement of the Rules and Regula- 
tions of the Board, and strictly carry out the directions of 
the Superintendent. They shall have general charge of the 
discipline of the pupils in their buildings. They shall have 
supervision of the pupils during the recesses and other times 
of relaxation. At such times they may call upon teachers 
for assistance and require them to perform any duties that 
may be necessary in order to secure the proper deportment 
of pupils. They shall render such assistance in the super- 
vision of methods of instruction and discipline as the Super- 
intendent shall direct and require. They shall give advice 
and directions to teachers in any emergency, and shall be 
subject to the rules governing other teachers. They shall 
not allow any doors used by pupils in entering or leaving 
their buildings to be locked or bolted during school sessions. 
They shall, under the direction of the Superintendent, have 
control of the janitors; shall see that the rules for their 
government are enforced; and shall report to the Superin- 
tendent any neglect of duty or improper conduct on their 
part. 
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In cases of truancy in their respective buildings, they 
shall, under the direction of the Superintendent, cause the 
Truant Officer to investigate and report thereon without 
unnecessary delay. 

They shall order, in writing, at such times as the Super- 
intendent may designate, all the text-books and supplies 
necessary for the schools in their buildings and shall require 
the books belonging to the different rooms to be properly 
labelled and cared for by the teachers thereof. 

They shall examine the school registers at least once a 
month, and give such directions as will cause them to be kept 
in a proper manner. 

They shall have authority, and it shall be their duty, to 
suspend, subject to an appeal by the parent or guardian to 
the Superintendent, any pupil from school for any of the 
following reasons: 


1. Truancy persisted in. 
2. Violent opposition to authority. 
3. Repetition of any offence after notice. 


4. Habitual and determined neglect of duty.

5. Use of profane or obscene language. 


6. General bad conduct and bad example, tending to 
the injury of the school. 


7. Cutting, marring, destroying, defacing or injuring 
any of the public property, such as buildings, furniture, 
fences, trees and shrubbery. 


Provided always, that they shall immediately, in writ- 
ing, inform the parents or guardian and the Superintendent 
of such suspension, and the reason thereof. 

They shall return to the Superintendent, upon blanks 
provided for the purpose, a monthly report of the condition, 
progress, attendance and other required statistics of all the 
schools under their charge, using for the purpose the monthly 
reports of the assistants. 
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TEACHERS. 


DISCIPLINE. 


All teachers, shall, according to the laws of this Com- 
monwealth, ‘‘exert their best endeavors, to impress on the 
minds of children, and youth committed to their care and 
instruction, the principles of piety and justice, and a sacred 
regard for truth; love of country, humanity, and universal 
benevolence; sobriety, industry and frugality; chasity, 
moderation and temperance; and those other virtues which 
are the ornament of human society and the basis upon which 
a republican constitution is founded." 

All teachers shall respect the rules and regulations and 
requirements of the Board transmitted through the Super- 
intendent, and shall co-operate cordially with him and with 
each other in the conduct of the schools and the maintenance 
of good order therein. They shall consider the suggestions 
and directions of the Superintendent as given by authority 
of the School Board. 

Teachers shall maintain discipline by reasonable and 
proper means, resorting to corporal punishment only in 
extreme cases. No corporal punishment shall be inflicted 
in the presence of a school. They shall make a record of all 
cases of corporal punishment, specifying the pupil’s name 
and age, the date and nature of the offence, and the date, 
mode, and severity of the punishment. 

Teachers shall give vigilent attention to the ventilation, 
temperature, and light of their respective schoolrooms, keep- 
ing the temperature, as nearly as practicable, between 68 
and 70 degrees Fahrenheit. They shall also exercise all 
proper care and authority in inducing habits of cleanliness 
in their pupils, and in preventing the use of profane and im- 
proper language. 

Teachers shall have authority, and it shall be their duty, 
to make and enforce by reasonable means, any rules and regu- 
lations necessary and proper for the internal regulations of 
their respective schools, subject to the approval of the Super- 
intendent. 
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Every teacher shall keep a register of the enrollment, 
attendance, and other required statistics of the class or classes 
in his or her charge, upon blanks to be provided for that 
purpose, which shall be returned monthly to the Superin- 
tendent. 

Teachers shall keep a copy of the Rules and Regulations 
in their respective schoolrooms, and shall read, or cause to 
be read, in the presence of their pupils, at least twice each 
year, so much of the same as will give the children a proper 
understanding of the rules by which they are governed. 

Teachers shall cause written programs of the daily exer- 
cises to be placed in some conspicuous place in each school- 
room; they shall, within one month after the commence- 
ment of each school year, furnish copies of the same to the 
Superintendent; and they shall notify him of any changes 
made therein during the year. 


* 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


No subscriptions or contributions shall be allowed in 
the schools; no teacher shall receive presents from the pupils 
under his or her charge; no person shall give any notice, by 
reading or otherwise, to the pupils of any school, or post 
upon the walls of any school buildings or fences about the 
same, any advertisement; nor shall any agent or other per- 
son be permitted to enter any school for the purpose of ex- 
hibiting either to the teacher or pupils any book or article 
of merchandise or for any purpose of trade or business. 

Teachers must not be interrupted by any one during 
the school session with any prolonged interview, even on 
matters relating to the school; nor shall they allow any 
suspension of their regular duties in consequence of the 
visits of personal friends. 

Teachers shall not dismiss school before the regular 
hour, without permission from the Superintendent, except 
in cases of emergency, when they shall make immediate 
report to the Superintendent. 
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In case of the absence or disability of a teacher, he or 
she shall give prompt notice to the Principal and to the 
Superintendent, in order that a substitute may be provided. 

The Superintendent, may, at his discretion, grant per- 
mission to a teacher to be absent one day in each term to 
visit schools for improvement in professional work. 

Any teacher intending to resign shall give the Super- 
intendent four weeks' notice of such intention; or, failing to 
do so, shall forfeit all salary for the last month of service, 
unless the Board shall otherwise order. 

Each teacher shall keep a record of all cases of detention 
of more than fifteen minutes, with the reason and length of 
time for which pupils are detained, to be open at all times 
to the inspection of the Superintendent and the School Com- 
mittee. 

PUPILS. 


EXAMINATIONS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Examinations shall be held by all teachers, excepting 
those of the first three grades, under the direction of the 
Superintendent; to test the progress of pupils in the studies 
previously pursued, and a record thereof shall be kept to 
aid in determining the right to promotion. 

Promotions from one grade to the next higher shall be 
made only at the close of the school year; provided, that in 
the Primary, Intermediate and Grammar grades, promotions 
may be made at other times, under the direction of the 
Superintendent. : 

A written review lesson in each regular study shall be 
given once in eight weeks. Five sets of papers thus prepared 
by the pupils shall be ranked and the result, averaged with 
record of the daily class-room work, shall constitute the pro- 
motion rank of the pupil. An average of seventy per cent. 
shall be required for promotion; also an average of seventy 
per cent. in Reading, Spelling, Language, Mathematics, and 
Geography; and a standing of at least fifty-five per cent. in each 
of the five studies named. The questions shall be prepared by 
the teacher, and in grades of more than one teacher, by the 
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teachers in consultation. The questions shall then be sub- 
ject to the revision and approval of the Principal; and of 
the Superintendent and Committee of that school when they 
so desire. At every written review Teachers shall use special 
care and vigilance to prevent pupils from receiving aid from 
each other. The papers of pupils known to receive aid from 
others shall be rejected. After being once written, the papers 
must not be rewritten or altered. 

Pupils who have been two years in a grade and who have 
been regular in their attendance and faithful in their work, 
may, on recommendation of their teachers and of the Super- 
intendent, with the approval of the proper Committee, be 
advanced to the next grade without having reached the re- 
quired standing. 

Pupils who have fallen behind their classes by reason 
of indolence, inattention or inability, may be placed in the 
class or grade below by the Principal of the school, with the 
consent of the Superintendent. 

At the end of the school year teachers shall send to the 
Principal of the school a list of pupils in their respective 
schools who are entitled to promotion, and the principal 
shall transmit a copy of the same to the Superintendent. 
Every pupil entitled to promotion to the High School shall 
receive a certificate of admission, signed by the Chairman 
of the Board, the Secretary of the Board, the Superintendent, 
and the Principal of the school from which he 1s promoted. 

Pupils who complete a prescribed four-year course of 
studies in the High School, in a manner satisfactory to the 
Principal and Superintendent, shall receive diplomas signed 
by the Chairman of the Board, the Secretary of the Board, 
the Principal, and the Superintendent. Pupils completing a 
prescribed course of less than four years in a manner satis- 
factory to the Principal and the Superintendent, shall receive 
a certificate. The High School diplomas and certificates 
shall specify the course of study pursued. 

The Superintendent shall issue a certificate for the admis- 
sion to the schools of a non-resident pupil, and shall state in 
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the certificate for how long a time such pupil is entitled to 
attend. No non-resident pupil shall be admitted to a school 
without such certificate, and no such pupil shall be retained 
in any school a longer time than is named in the certifi- 
cate. 

Applicants for admission to the public schools, other 
than those who have received certificates of promotion from 
the several grades or classes of the public schools, shall 
pass a satisfactory examination equivalent to that required 
for promotion to the grade or class to which they are 
admitted. 

No child shall be admitted as a pupil of any school until 
a physician's certificate, or other satisfactory evidence, has 
been furnished the Principal that the child has been vacci- 
nated or otherwise secured against smallpox, except upon 
presentation of a certificate signed by a regular practising 
physician that he is not a fit subject for vaccination. Atten- 
tion is called to the following extract from the statutes of the 
Commonwealth, and the Superintendent, Principals, and 
Teachers are hereby required to enforce the same: ''A child 
who is a member of a household in which a person is ill with 
smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet fever or measles, or of a house- 
hold exposed to such contagion from another household as 
aforesaid, shall not attend any public school during such 
illness or until the teacher of the school has been furnished 
with a certificate from the board of health of the city or town, 
or from the attending physician of such person, stating that, 
in the case of smallpox, diphtheria or scarlet fever at least 
two weeks, and in a case of measles, at least three days, have 
elapsed since the recovery, removal, or death of such person, 
and that danger of conveying such disease by such child 
has passed." 

: The Rules and Regulations of the Board of Health of 
the City of Pittsfield shall be faithfully observed and enforced. 

No pupil shall change from any grade in one building 
to the corresponding grade in another building without the 
permission of the Superintendent.

ATTENDANCE. 


Pupils shall be required to attend school regularly and 
punctually. Pupils not in their seats at the time of opening 
shall be marked tardy; and any pupil who is frequently 
tardy without adequate excuse, shall be suitably warned 
and reported to the parent or guardian, and if the evil be not 
corrected, shall be suspended from school until the parent or 
guardian shall give satisfactory assurance to the Superin- 
tendent that the irregularity shall be corrected. In every 
case of request for dismissal during school hours, the pupil 
shall furnish to the teacher, in writing or otherwise, a satis- 
factory excuse from parent or guardian, except in cases of 
sickness or sudden emergency. A record of all absences shall 
be kept by the teacher, and included in the monthly report. ` 

An absence shall in all cases be recorded except where 
a pupil’s membership is terminated by one of the following 
causes: death, withdrawal on notice, suspension or expulsion, 
or transfer to another school. When, in the absence of knowl- 
edge that a pupil's membership has ceased, ten full days of 
absence have been recorded against him his name shall be 
dropped from the membership. 

If in the judgment of teachers it 1s necessary and proper 
for pupils to study out of school hours, they may allow them 
to take books home for that purpose. 

Teachers shall, so far as practicable, exercise a general 
oversight of their pupils while going to and from school. 

Pupils shall not be permitted to answer the calls of per- 
sons at the door, except parents or guardians, or other per- 
sons who may have charge and control of them. Messages 
approved by the teacher may be sent in to the pupil. 


DUTIES OF JANITORS. 


The Janitors shall have the care of the fires and shall 
see that the buildings are at all times properly warmed, keep- 
ing the schoolroom, as nearly as practicable, at a temperature 
between 68 and 70 degrees Fahrenheit. 
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They shall sweep the school and clothes rooms, stair- 
ways and passageways, the basement rooms and out-buildings, 
the entrances and other parts of the schoolhouses as often as 
there may be any visible accumulation of dirt, and at least 
twice each week during the school term; shall keep the furni- 
ture and rooms carefully dusted, both after each sweeping 
and before each morning session; shall see that all doors 
and windows are shut and well fastened at the close of school 
each day. 

They shall mop the floors of the schoolrooms, recitation 
rooms, clothes rooms, closets, stairways, halls, and passage- 
ways, and wash the closet seats once at the middle of each 
school term and thoroughly scrub the same three times a 
year during vacations; shall wash the windows each vaca- 
tion, and once about the middle of each fall and spring term; 
shall keep the doors, casings, furniture, and other woodwork 
free from dust and dirt, and keep the basements free from 
unsightly and offensive accumulations. 

They shall keep the school grounds in a neat and proper 
condition throughout the year; shall remove the snow from 
the sidewalks around the school grounds, and from the walks 
within the school grounds; shall ash or sand the sidewalks 
as needed; shall see that water from conductors is turned 
away from the buildings. They shall make all minor repairs, 
not requiring skilled labor, without extra compensation. 

They shall sift the ashes and burn the siftings, and shall 
economize in the consumption of coal. 

They shall co-operate with the teachers in protecting 
the school property from injury, and shall report to the 
Principal or to the Superintendent the name of any person 
defacing or destroying the school building, furniture, or other 
school property. 

They shall report to the Superintendent any repairs 
that may be needed, but shall have no authority to order 
any repairs to be made, or to contract bills. 

They shall attend to official errands for the Principal 
or the Superintendent, and shall perform such duties as may 
be required of them.

They shall be at the buildings under their charge before 
each session, and shall not leave the school premises during 
school hours, without the permission of the Principal or 
Superintendent.

To His Honor, THE MAYOR, AND THE City COUNCIL, OF 
THE CITY OF PITTSFIELD :— 


I herewith submit the report of my work done as your 
Inspector of Milk, Animals and Provisions for the year 1908. 


During the past year, the carcases of 187 animals were 
examined at the slaughter houses. Of these, 6 were con- 
demned as unfit for food, seized and destroyed on account 
of tuberculosis. The combined weight of these carcases was 
2,650 Ibs. 

As a result of the fall general inspection, 1103 animals 
were examined. Of these, 3 showing evidence of contagious 
disease were quarantined, condemned and killed. In each 
case the animals proved to have tuberculosis and all were 
paid for by the Cattle Bureau of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture. 

There were two cases of rabies during the year, one in 
a dog and the other in a cow. The latter was paid for out 
of the county dog tax fund. 

Milk licenses to the number of 53 were issued and the 
fees for the same, amounting to $26.50 have been paid into 
the City Treasury. During the year 220 Babcock tests of 


. milk were made.

The Board repeats its recommendation of last year that 
the sewer system be extended through Summit Avenue and 
would respectfully call the attention of the city to the need 
for further sewerage extension which will soon be felt in the 
section between Onota Street and Onota Lake. 

The contract for the collection of garbage will expire 
in August next. This matter is respectfully called to the 
attention of the City. Some provision must be made for 
taking care of this work either by contract with private in- 
dividuals or under the care of city officers and this is a matter 
which the City should immediately look after in order that 
there may be no period of time after the expiration of the 
present contract when our citizens shall be without this 
service. The amount of garbage to be disposed of will be 
greater than when this contract was first made by reason of 
the recent growth of the city. 

The contract and lease for a public dump will also shortly 
expire. The Board awaits such instructions regarding this 
matter as the City Government may choose to give and such 
authority as it may wish to confer upon the Board if it desires 
it to make any provision for this matter. 

Except for the detailed reports herein submitted the 
Board has little further to add. The general conditions of 
health in the City have been good during the past year and 
there has been no special emergency entailing extra expense 
upon the city for its health work as in some years in the past. 
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We all feel however that a somewhat larger appropriation for 
the work of this board should be made than has been made 
in the past. The routine expenses we may incur have not 
increased but we are now required to make reports upon 
and look after the existence of a larger number of contagious 
diseases in the City than was the case some few years ago. 
In addition to this a strong fight is being made in the city 
against tuberculosis and the Board is being requested: to 
fumigate to prevent any possible contagion from. this disease. 
This new occasion for expense cited together with the rapid 
growth of the city during the past few years makes it very 
apparent to the Board that a somewhat larger appropriation 
will be needed to do its work than has been given in the past. 

In closing the Board desires to express its appreciation 
of the faithful and efficient services that have been rendered 
it in the past by Officer Hogan who has been a most valuable 
man and who has done all his work carefully and well. We 
further feel that the faithful services of John Featherstone 
should receive some recognition. Mr. Featherstone has been 
prompt and pains-taking in the discharge of his duties. 

This is the last of five years during which this Board 
has been associated together and the two members of it who 
still remain in office desire to express the pleasure they have 
had in associating in this work with the departing member, 
Doctor Woodruff, and also to show their appreciation of the 
ability with which he has discharged his duties as a member 
of this Board. The most important work of the Board is 
performed or instigated by the medical member and it is 
the feeling of the other two members of the Board that the 
City has been extremely fortunate in being able to avail itself 
of the services of one who has been so well qualified to per- 
form his duties in that capacity.

New manholes were constructed by New England Tele- 
phone Co. on North St. near Maplewood Ave., also on North 
St. near Tyler St. and two sections under ground pipe across 
and under Broad St. Also manhole on Columbus Ave. near 
American House, and one on Columbus Ave. near Daniels 
Avenue, and connections made to poles, etc. 

May 21. Made inspection of Police Signal System and 
made report to His Honor the Mayor, of conditions and 
recommendations. 

June 24. During a severe thunder shower a span wire 
of the Berkshire St. R. R. Co. became crossed and charging 
the Fire Alarm System burned out four fire alarm boxes,

The only serious accident reported during the year was 
on May 18 when a wire belonging to Pittsfield Electric Co.

Co., crossing a private telephone of the Pittsfield 
St. R. R. Co. and knocking out conductor of same road and 
severely burning a golf instructor who came to his assistance, 
causing the loss of thumb on left hand. 

A large number of poles that were becoming unsafe have 
been removed and new ones substituted by the several 
companies. 

At several fires during the year, the Electric Current has 
been cut off entirely and wires cut to protect the Fireman 
while at work, thereby avoiding accidents.

To His Honor the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council :— 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to submit herewith the 
annual report of the Pittsfield Fire Department for the year 
ending December 31st, 1908. 

The department has responded to 124 calls during the 
year, of which 87 were telephone calls, 31 box calls, 5 verbal 
calls, and 1 false alarm. 

APPARATUS, 

The apparatus of the Department consists of one 3d. class 
Silsby Fire Engine; two 4th. class Clapp and Jones’ Fire En- 
gines; three combination hose wagons fully equipped, two 
Hook and Ladder Trucks; one Supply wagon carrying 1500 
feet of hose for outside use; two Exercise wagons; two Exer- 
cise sleighs ; one Hook and Ladder sleigh; one 1 horse Milburn 
wagon, for line work; one Chief’s buggy and one sleigh; one 
Hand Engine and one hose cart at West Pittsfield, with 1000 
feet of hose ;—the whole distributed as follows :— 

Central Station:—One 3d. class Silsby fire engine; one 
4th. class Clapp and Jones fire engine, both fully equipped; 
two combination chemical and hose wagons fully equipped; 
one hose sleigh; one exercise sleigh; one hook and ladder 
sleigh ; two hook and ladder trucks with 600 feet ladders; one 
supply wagon with 1500 feet hose; one Chief’s buggy; one 
Chief’s sleigh ; one exercise wagon.

This branch of the service is in good condition, except the 
one circuit, which should be thoroughly overhauled and divid- 
el;as it is now, if anything should happen to any part of the 
circuit, the whole circuit would be dead, until repaired, and 
that includes every box in the center of the City ; this could be 
easily remedied by dividing the circuit and placing a terminal 
switch post, whereby if trouble should occur it could be cut 
over to another circuit in one minute, and thus avoid the dan- 
ger of having the central part of the City unprotected for what 
might be days before the trouble could be repaired.

No new boxes have been 
added the past year, although they were asked for; there should 
be at least four new boxes purchased this year, for the City 
has outgrown the number now in use.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would recommend that suitable appropriations be made 
to purchase much needed new apparatus: I pair of horses 
should be purchased; 1 new Hook and Ladder Truck should 
be added to replace the old ones now in use. I would recom- 
mend a 75 ft. Aerial truck, of the Segraves make; 1 combina- 
tion automobile wagon, this alone would enable us to extin- 
quish 75% of all the fires we might have with the increased 
water pressure; and a new boiler placed on the best one of the 
small fire engines we now have; and the automobile. We will 
not need a new fire engine, and a large one we do not want at 
all. 

The City has increased both in population, and new build- 
ings, and new up-to-date apparatus should be added to the 
Department to enable us to meet the demand. The northwest 
part of the City has grown very fast in the past few years, and 
should be better protected; a new Engine House should be 
built at or near the junction of Wahconah Street and Peck’s 
Road, with appropriate apparatus. I would recommend that 
the pay of the Call men be increased, to such extent as His 
Honor the Mayor and Committee may deem just, as the pay 
they receive, which is forty dollars ($40.00) per year is small 
as compared with other cities of like size. 

The Central Station should be painted both outside and 
inside, that is, the woodwork, ceilings, walls and woodwork 
outside. The old stall doors should be taken out and new ones 
installed. The two end stairways should be taken down, and 
thus give us the space now taken by them.

Overseers of the Poor. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council:— 
GENTLEMEN,— 


The Overseers of the Poor of the City of Pittsfield, herewith 
submit their annual report for the year ending December 31, 1908. 

Owing to the fact that some of our large mills are running on 
short time and employing only a portion of their regular help, we 
are receiving large number of calls for aid. 

So far as possible, this Board by advertising and other means at 
its command, secures employment for as many of their applicants 
as possible, thereby making many of them self supporting. 

Valuable assistance has been rendered to this department by 
the City Physician and the various charitable organizations of the 
City. 

The work of the Charity Nurse is of great benefit to the City’s 
poor and we wish to thank the Nurses’ Association for their help 
and co-operation. : 

Women with families who have been deserted by their husbands 
and men with families who through ill health were obliged to relin- 
quish their work, comprise a large number of our applicants. 

In the following report no account is made of bills payable or 
bills receivable, for the reason that only an estimate could be made 
of bills payable and bills receivable will show in our cash reim- 
bursements of 1909.

CITY FARM, 


It would be difficult to find a cleaner, neater, more healthful, or 
better managed City Farm than the one owned by this City. Many 
improvements have been added the past year from the special ap- 
propriation $900.00 for permanent improvements. A new cooking 
range, new steam kettles, and a new heating boiler have been pur- 
chased and installed during the year. 

The number of inmates at the City farm on January 1st, 1908, 
was 54—41 males and 13 females. There were admitted during the 
year 43 persons making a total of 97 persons supported for different 
periods of time during the year. Thirty-eight inmates were dis- 
charged and nine inmates died, leaving the number at the City Farm 
on January ist, 1909, as 50,—38 males and 12 females. 

The health of the inmates was exceptionally good this year; 
there were nine deaths during the year, but they were all persons of 
advanced years. 

There was produced and used on the farm during the year of 
1908, 6,100 pounds of beef and pork, 463 1-3 dozen of eggs, and more 
than 34,678 quarts of milk. 

A large amount of produce and vegetables of al] kinds are 
raised and used on the farm each year.

No. 64. AN ORDINANCE, Repealing the first sentence 
of Section Ten of Ordinance No. 58. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE City COUNCIL OF THE City oF PITTS- 

FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 

The first sentence, being the first fifteen lines and the first 
word in the sixteenth line of Section Ten, of an Ordinance 
entitled, “Relating to daily balances of the City’s deposits,” 
approved November 13, 1906, and Numbered 58, is hereby re- 
pealed.

No. 65. AN ORDINANCE, Amending Section 1 of 
Chapter 9 of the General Ordinances. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CiTy COUNCIL OF THE CITY oF PITTS- 

FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section I. Section I of Chapter 9 of the General Ordi- 
nances of the City of Pittsfield is hereby amended by striking 
out the eighth line thereof and inserting in place thereof the 
following :—''City Physician Six Hundred Dollars per annum."

AN ORDINANCE, Relating to certain wooden 
buildings in the second fire district. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY oF PITTS- 

FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 

Ordinance No. 63, being entitled, "An Ordinance, Revis- 
ing and Consolidating the Ordinances relating to Fire Limits 
and the Construction of Buildings Therein," is hereby amend- 
ed by striking out the word—"used,"—in the fourteenth line 
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of the third paragraph of Section 15, and inserting in place 
thereof the words,—now or hereaíter used as a church or,— 
so that said paragraph as amended shall read as follows :— 

No building now erected or hereafter erected within the 
second fire district shall be enlarged, altered, added to, raised, 
roofed or otherwise built upon, unless such building as en- 
larged, altered, added to, raised, roofed or otherwise built up- 
on, if wholly built after the passage of this ordinance, would 
conform to the requirements of this ordinance relating to the 
construction of buildings in the second fire district. Provided, 
however, that within the second fire district, in cases where a 
building now or hereafter used as a church or as a dwelling 
house, or a bay window or piazza thereon, was constructed 
prior to May 28, 1900, and is nearer to the party line than the 
prescribed limits, a permit may be granted by the inspectot to 
repair the building, or to raise the height of the bay window 
or of the building not to exceed two full stories, or to enlarge 
the building within the limits prescribed by this ordinance in 
anv direction except toward the nearest party line, if the fire 
risk will not be materially increased.

No. 69. AIN ORDINANCE, For the Protection of Fruit 
and Vegetables. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE City COUNCIL OF THE CITY oF PITTS- 

FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section. 1. All fruits and vegetables displayed for sale on 
or in stands, baskets or other receptacles in the open air shall 
be kept at least two feet above the travelled way. 

Section II. Confectionery, figs and dates displayed for 
sale as aforesaid, shall be covered with glass or other material 
to effectually protect them from dust and other accumulations.

No. 70. AN ORDINANCE, Relating to Water Exten- 
sions. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY oF PITTS- 

FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 18 of Chapter XV of the General Ordinances of 
1900 as amended by Ordinance No. 44 of the year 1906, is 
further amended by striking out all of said section, and insert- 
ing in place thereof the following :— 

Section 18:—Main pipes shall be extended only when 
authorized by the board. Applications therefor must be made 
upon blanks furnished by the board with an estimate of the 
probable cost of the desired extension endorsed thereon. The 
board may in its discretion refuse to consider any such applica- 
tion unless accompanied by a written agreement binding the 
applicant or other responsible party to guarantee to the city 
annually a sum equal to such per cent. of the total cost of the 
extension and for such a period as the board may determine. 

The board may, in any case, waive the aforesaid agree- 
ment, and require in lieu thereof the deposit with it of cash, or 
a certified check for such an amount and upon such conditions 
as it may deem proper. 

All receipts for water sold from such extension, or from 
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any subsequent addition or extension to the original extension, 
shall be credited against the per cent. of cost due on account 
of said extensions as aforesaid. 

Applications for extension of mains through private ways 
or grounds shall in no case be granted unless the owner th2reof 
executes a proper instrument securing to the city the right of 
permanent occupation, free from any acts of interference that 
shall affect the safety of the pipe, and securing to the depart- 
ment free right of entrance for purpose of inspection and 
maintenance. Nothing in this section, however, shall be con- 
strued as affecting the right of the board to authorize the ex- 
tension of a water main without guaranty.

Section 4 o1 Ordinance No. 63, entitled, “An Ordinance 
Revising and Consolidating the Ordinances relating to Fire 
limits and the Construction of Buildings therein," as amended 
by Ordinance No. 67, approved September 24th, 1907, is here- 
by further amended by striking out said Section 4 and insert- 
ing in place thereof, the following :— 

Section 4. The Second Fire District shall include all that 
portion of the City lying within the following lines, which is 
not included in the First Fire District, viz: Beginning at the 
Northerly line of West Street and the Easterly line of land of 
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Elizabeth. Sprague Coolidge which is about eight hundred 
eighty-three (883) feet westerly of the west line of Onota 
street; thence running Northerly on said Easterly line of said 
Coolidge to the Southerly line of Linden Street; said point be- 
ing about one hundred and thirty-four (134) feet westerly of 
the west line of Summit Avenue at its junction with Linden 
street; thence running Northerly to a point on the Southerly 
line of Lake Avenue eight hundred (800) feet westerly cf the 
west line of Onota Street; thence running westerly along the 
Southerly line of Lake Avenue one thousand (1000) feet;

Section 1 of Ordinance No. 69, entitle l, "An Ordinance 
for the protection of Fruit and Vegetables,’ approved Septem- 
ber 24, 1907, is hereby amended by striking out said Section 1 
and inserting in place thereof the following: 

Section. 1. All fruits and vegetables displayed for sale on 
or in stands, baskets or other receptacles in the open air shall 
be kept at least fifteen inches above the travelled way; pro- 
vided, however, that this Ordinance shall not apply to fruits 
and vegetables displayed for sale in barrels other than slat- 
barrels.

No. 74. AN ORDINANCE, Relative to Permits for 
Deposit of Goods on Sidewalks. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE City COUNCIL OF THE CITY oF PITTS- 

FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 

The Board of Public Works may grant permits, to such 
persons as they may deem expedient, and may revoke the same 
at their discretion, for the deposit near the outer edge of side- 
walks, of goods, wares and merchandise while being received 
in original packages or while being packed for delivery after 
actual sale thereof. Such permits shall be subject to such 
reasonable restrictions and regulations as the Board may pre- 
scribe.

No. 75. AN ORDINANCE, Providing for the appoint- 
ment of an Electrician of the Police Signal System. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTS- 

FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. The Mayor and Aldermen shall appoint upon 
the passage of this Ordinance, an Electrician of the Police Sig- 
nal System. He shall hold this office until the first day of 
April, 1909. He may be removed at any time for cause by the 
Mayor and Aldermen and if a vacancy occurs it shall be filled 
at once for the unexpired term. 
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Section 2. It shall be the duty of such electrician to patrol 
from time to time said police signal system and all electric 
wires and apparatus connected therewith and to keep the same 
in good repair and working order and in safe and sound con- 
d:tion. 

Section 3. The salary of such electrician shall be at the 
rate of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) per annum. 

Section 4. Such official must be a practical electrician and 
may be selected from any department of the City service. He 
shall be entitled to one assistant electrician or lineman who may 
also be selected by him from any department of the City ser- 
vice; and the selection of such electrician and of such assistant 
electrician to act in the capacity for which provision is herein- 
before made shall not be regarded as a severance of his or 
their connection with any department of said City service 
where they are now employed. 

Section 5. All ordinances and parts of ordinances which 
are inconsistent herewith are hereby expressly repealed.

No. 76. AN ORDINANCE, Amending Ordinance Num- 
ber 36 Relative to Compensation and Vacations in the Fire 
Department. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY or PITTS- 

FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. Section 22 of Ordinance No. 36, entitled, “An 
Ordinance, to Revise and Codify the Ordinances relative to Fire 
Department,” as amended by Ordinance Number 49 is hereby 
further amended by adding at the end thereof the following :— 
"and at the same rate for services rendered when called to duty 
at a fire station by order of an engineer, except that when act- 
ing as bunkers they shall receive 75 cents for twelve hours"— 
so as to reaa as follows :— 

Section 22. The compensation of the officers and mem- 
bers of the fire department shall be at the following annual 
rates: 

Chief Engineer, thirteen hundred dollars. 

Assistant Engineer, one thousand dollars. 

Permanent firemen, each, seven hundred and fifty dollars 
for the first year of service; eight hundred dollars for the sec- 
ond year of service; eight hundred and fifty dollars for the 
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third year of service; and nine hundred dollars per year after 
the third year of service. 

Permanent firemen, who in addition to other duties are 
engineers of steamers, one hundred dollars per year in addition 
to the compensation above provided for. 

Bunkers who receive no other compensation from the city, 
each seventy dollars. 

Foremen of call companies, each fifty dollars. 

Call firemen, each forty dollars. 

The compensation of call firemen shall be paid quarterly. 
Call firemen shall be paid at the rate of forty cents per hour for 
services rendered at the place of a fire by order of an engineer 
after the apparatus has been returned to its station, and at the 
same rate for services rendered when called to duty at a fire 
station by order of an engineer, except that when acting as 
bunkers they shall receive 75 cents for twelve hours. - 

Section 2. Section 24 of Ordinance No. 36, entitled, “An 
Ordinance, to Revise and codify the Ordinances relative to Fire 
Department," is hereby amended by striking out the last sen- 
tence of said Section and inserting in place thereof the follow- 
ing :—' Permanent firemen shall be allowed in every eight days 
one day of twenty-four consecutive hours, and one period of 
twelve consecutive hours from seven o'clock in the evening to 
seven o'clock in the morning, to be arranged at the discretion 
of the Chief Engineer"— so as to read as follows :— 

Section 24. Permanent officers and firemen shall be en- 
titled to vacations without loss of pay not exceeding fourteen 
days in each year, to be arranged at the discretion of the chief 
engineer. Permanent firemen shall be allowed in every eight 
days one day of twenty-four consecutive hours, and one period 
of twelve consecutive hours from seven o'clock in the evening 
to seven o'clock in the morning, to be arranged at the discre- 
tion of the chief engineer.

No. 77. AN ORDINANCE, Regulating the Laying Out 
and Acceptance of Streets. 
BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY oF PITTS- 

FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 

The laying out and acceptance of streets in the city is here- 
by regulated as follows :— 
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Section 1. No street or way constructed on private lands 
by any person or corporation other than the City of Pittsfield 
shall, unless the same was constructed and actually opened and 
used for public travel prior to January rst, 1909, be hereafter 
recommended by any committee or officer of the city govern- 
ment to the board of aldermen for laying out or acceptance as 
a public street of the city of Pittsfield unless previously con- 
structed and completed in accordance with the specifications 
hereinafter set forth. 

Section 2. No street or way constructed on private lands 
by any person or corporation other than the City of Pittsfield, 
unless actually opened and used for public travel prior to Jan- 
uary I, 1909 as aforesaid, shall be hereafter laid out or accept- 
ed as a public street of the city of Pittsfield, unless previouslv 
constructed and completed in accordance with the specifications 
hereinafter set forth. 


SPECIFICATIONS. 


(a) A plan and profile of every street shall be filed in the 
office of the engineer of the Board of Public Works, who shall 
fix the grade thereof. 

(b) Every such street shall be constructed not less than 
forty feet in width, and conform accurately to the cross section 
plan hereto annexed. 

(c) The entire area of every such street shall be first 
cleared of all stumps, roots, brush and like material, and all 
trees not intended for preservation. 

(d) All loam and loamy material shall be removed from 
the limits of the street, inclusive of sidewalks, to such a depth 
as may be approved by the engineer of the Board of Public 
Works and may be deposited in piles or spread on either side 
of the street, but in no case within the limits of such street. 

(e) All work in excavation or embankment shall be 
brought accurately to a subgrade of not less than six inches 
for the roadway and four inches for the sidewalk below finish- 
ed grade, as shown on said profile and cross section. All side 
slopes in excavation and on the adjoining land shall be at the 
ratio of at least two horizontal to one vertical, to a subgrade 
six inches below finished grade. 

(f) All rock and boulders in excavation shall be removed 
from the street or used in embankments. Sound and safe em- 
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bankments shall be made. Under no circumstances shall any 
perishable material be used for the making of street embank- 
ments. 

(g) On heavy soil, which is wet or spongy at any season 
of the year, underdrains or stone filling, satisfactory to the said 
engineer, shall be laid and connected with outlets to insure per- 
fect dramage of the subgrade. 

(h) Above said subgrade and to the finished grade, good 
binding gravel shall be used, except upon the edges of the 
sidewalks, where loam shall be placed, as shown on cross sec- 
tion plan hereto annexed. Both the roadway and siuewalks 
shall be rolled. The side slopes either in excavation or em- 
bankment shall be covered with good loam, at least six inches 
in depth, carefully rolled, and so applied as to insure against 
slipping. | 

(i) Side gutters on every such street having a grade of 
four per cent. or over must be paved, at least three feet wide, 
with stone or concrete approved by said engineer. 

(j) Every street having a continuous grade for more 
than four hundred feet shall have catch basins and grates, of 
kinds and dimensions approved by said engineer, built on both 
sides of the street, and connected with a permanent drainage 
outlet, duly and permanently secured to the city by proper 
legal instruments. 

(k) Stone bounds shall be set at all angles and curves by 
the owners, at their expense, and under the direction of said 
engineer.
